34 new low-income 
single-family homes to 
be built in Belle Glade

Thirty-four homes for those 
with low to moderate income 
will be built in the next six 
months in Belle Glade. 

The three and four bedroom 
homes will be be built in 
Raiderville and between 
Eighth and Ninth Street. 

According to John Brown, 
director for NOAH (Neighbors 
Organized for Adequate Hous- 
ing), this is an important step 
for those who can now afford to 
own their own home. 

"It's always been the vision 
of NOAH that, we would trans- 
fer people from apartments to 
single-family home ownership. 
That way they аге "üble to 
share the American dream of 
owning a home," he said. 

The engineering work is 
already being done for the new 
homes and Mr. Brown said 
financing is available. "We've 
been working on this for two to 
three years now," he.said. 

"The Federal Home Loan 
Board Consortium for Afford- 
able Homes, Inc., made up of 


13 banks, will handle the 
financing," he added. 

In Raiderville, the area will 
be a gated community with 13 
home sites. Down payments for 
the homes are expected to be 
as little as $2,000. 

"As soon as we get 21 quali- 
fied buyers, we will start con- 
struction,” said Mr. Brown. 
"They could be in their new 
home in six moriths.” 

The three and four bedroom 
homes feature two baths and 
are designed for larger fami- 
lies. 

Mr. Brown said the homes 
will cost under $60,000, not 
including the land, and some 
applicants may be eligible for a 
subsidy to help them purchase 
a home. 

To qualify, an applicant must 
be a first-time home buyer and 
show proof of income. There’ is 
a pre-qualifying fee. 

"This will be a boost to the 
city's economy," said Mr. 
Brown, "and it's good news for 
the community."

Researchers try to explain a sudden and without warning, 9 foot wave

Something wasn't right. In 
fact, Florida's weather was 
downright weird. It was July 
3, 1992 and there wasn't a 
cloud in the sky. 

Clear skies in the winter 
are a common occurrence 
around here but not in the 


heart of summer. We always 
have clouds during the sum- 
mer months and we almost 
always have rain. Today was 
different. Something wasn't 
right. 

Not many people questioned 
the extraordinary weather, 
though. Instead, they were 
enjoying the sunshine and the 
hot temperatures. Beaches 
were packed, especially Day- 
tona Beach. Hundreds of peo- 
ple flocked to the world 
famous beach to enjoy the day 
before the Fourth of July. 

By 10:30 that evening there 
were still about 100 people on 
the beach at Daytona. Sud- 
denly, without warning, a 9 
foot wave of water swept 
across the beach. The large 
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wave only lasted one minute. 
When it was over 75 people 
were injured and dozéns of 
vehicles were damaged or 
destroyed. 

Where did the wave come 
from? That's a question 
researchers and scientists 
have been trying to answer for 
over two years. 3 

Initially, some experts 
thought it must have been an 
earthquake out in the ocean. 
Earthquakes deep below the 
water of the Pacific Ocean do 
spawn a large ocean wave 
called a.tsunami. Yet, no seis- 
mic activity was reported. 

Maybe a large thunderstorm 
had ‘created the wave. There 
were a few thunderstorms 
well offshore that night but at

clear. And, wouldn't a thun- 
derstorm create more than 
one wave?

Lots of questions but mat 
many answers.

Dean Churchill, Sam Houston 
and Nicholas Bond think they 
have come up with a solution 
to the mystery The 
researchers believe-it was a 
thunderstorm that created the 
wave of water. 

Writing in the January edi- 
tion of the Bulletin of the 
American Meteorological Soci- 
ety, the trio reports that a 
squall line several miles off- 
shore of Daytona Beach creat- 
ed the wave. "Large, unex- 
pected waves from nonseismic 


sources have bean document- 
ed before,” said Mr. Houston, 
who works at the Hurricane 
Research Division in Miami. 
"Back in 1954, a large Wave 
hit the Chicago waterfront,” 
he said. "Six people were 
drowned in the 8 foot wave." 
Mr. Houston said that sever- 
al hours before the wave hit 
Daytona Beach, a large squall 
line of thunderstorms devel- 


oped in Southeast Georgia, ~ 


not far from Jacksonville. 
"This squall line moved south 
throughout the evening,” he 
said. "About one hour before 


the wave hit, the thunder- . 


storm was about 40 miles off- 
shore.”

Each year cardiovascular 
disease accounts for hundreds 
of thousands of deaths, many 
due to heart attack, according 
to the American Heart Associ- 
ation. 

About two-thirds of deaths 
from heart attack occur before 
the victim reaches the hospi- 
tal.

Season to open 

Archery and muzzleloading 
gun hunting season will open 
Feb. 16 in the Northwest 
Hunting Zone. The season ends 
on Feb. 26. Only bows, and 
arrows (excluding cross bows) 
or muzzleloading guns may be 
used during this season. 

Besides a hunting license, 
bow hunters will need an 
archery stamp and black pow- 
der hunters will need a muzzle 
loading gun stamp. 

Hunters may take deer ћау- 
ing one or more antlers at least 
five inches in length visible 
above the hairline; wild hogs 
having a shoulder height of 15 
inches or more (in areas where 
hogs are legal game) and small 
game. 

The daily bag limit for deer 
is two with a possession limit 
of four. Bag limits for other 
game are: wild hogs - daily lim- 
it one, possession limit two; fox 
squirrels (except on wildlife 
management areas) - daily lim- 
it two, possession limit four; 
gray squirrels, quail and rab- 
bits - daily limit 12, possession 
limit 24. There are no bag lim- 
its for raccoons, opossums, coy- 
otes, nutria, skunks and 
beavers. Regulations may dif- 
fer on wildlife management 
areas.
